IRELAND'S POPULATION. 



Bow It Ha* Been Depleted By Emigration 
to This Country. 



A Most Helpful Session Held at YYiDchetiter 
Saturday and Sunday. 



At the District Conference of the Y. M. 
C. A. held at Winchester last Saturday 
and Sunday, to which our local Secretary 
A. H. Lamb went, much good was ac- 
complished and a most helpful confer 
ence was held. 

The program as carried out was elabn 
rale and meaty, splendidly exposed and 
eloquently handled. 

We gladly publish the following reso- 
lution which was unanimously adopted. 
Its breath of devotion, its show of loyalty 
in His name to go with His children are 
commendable, and we feel sure should it 
go into effect the war would record two 
victories when ended, one for our country 
and one for the Y. M. C. A.: 

The Y M C. A. at tbe District Confer 
ence in Winchester Sunday afternoon de-

•hall accompany the regiment, caring for 
the tent and us contents and working 
hand in hand with the Chaplain.

The percent- 
age of illiterates among tbe 18.000 Irish 
emigrants who landed at New York in 
1807 was less than five per cent. 

A system of National education ob- 
tains in Ireland now, to which this 
marked imprnv»raent must be credited.

The landing party, it is added, com- 
prised a score or more of agents of the 
Cuban junta, a United States commis- 
sioner and Gen. Acosta, together with 
cavalry horses, arms and ammunition 
destined for Gen. Acosta, formerly in 
command of cavalry troops in the 
western part of Havana province. 

New York. May 6.— A Koy West spe- 
cial to the Evening I'Obt, dated Thurs- 
day, says: 

The government tuc Leyden, which 
returned here Thursuny morninp, suc- 
cessfully landed scouts and ammuni- 
tion for the insurpents under the guns 
of the gun boat Wilmington. The 
Spanish cavalry and infantry were re- 
pulsed three times. Three rifle bullets 
went through the smokestack of the 
Leyden. The Spanish loss is not con- 
sidered to have been large. 

It is officially reported that none of 
the Americans or Cubans of the ex- 
pedition ware killed or wounded. 

Four Spanish war ships are reported 
to be oft* Barbadoes prepared to inter- 
cept the battle ship Oregon. A naval 
battle Is expected. 

N»w York, May 6.— The Mail and 
Express, Key West correspondent 
cables the following account of the 
landing of a small expedition from 
the tug Leyden in Cuba. 

The tug left Key West Monday after- 
noon. At daybreak Wednesday her 
men made the first atte mpt to land an 
interpreter to confer with a party of 
Cuban insurgents who were waiting 
on the beach. While this conversation 
was being held the people of the Ley- 
den discovered about 50 Spanish caval- 
rymen coming down from a hill to- 
ward the shore, as if reconnoitering. 

The Leyden signalled danger to the 
insurgents and the latter took to the 
bushes. Up to that time eight cases 
of Winchester rifles had been landed. 
Seeing the cavalrymen the Leyden's 
boat returned alongside lying about a 
quarter of a mile off shore. The cav- 
alrymen leveled rifles at the tug but 
hesitated about firing. The insurgents 
in the meantime had opened fire, driv- 
ing the cavalry back up the hill, the 
latter firing as they fled. 

The cavalry returned shortly with 
reinforcements. They paid no atten- 
tion to the insurgent*, but began a 
sharp fusillade at the tug. Bullets 
flew around the tug so fast that the 
lookout aft came down. 

The Leyden, seeing no chance to land 
the ammunition just then, picked up 
the men she had landed and steamed 
back to the flagship off Havana, re- 
porting it would be impossible to lano 
the cargo unless protected. The gun- 
boat Wilmington was immediately or- 
dered to help the Leyden. On return- 
ing to the landing point the Wilming- 

• ton held off shore about a mile and a 
half, the Leyden going in close to the 
beach The tug was signaled by the 
insurgents that the coast was clear. 

Manned by four men, a boat then 
left the Leyden with ammunition and 
two large boxes of dynamite. When a 
short distance from the beach a man 
aloft oa the Leyden sang out that the 
cavalry were coming down to the beach 

'again in strong force.
